COILS & BOOKLETS 


A recent order from the office of the | J 


Third Assistant Postmaster General 
in regard to disposal of stamp books 
and coils, allows postmasters, so far 
as practicable to do so, to remove the 
stamps from booklets and coils and 
put them on sale at the stamp win- 
dows as loose stamps.

This will help collectors by putting 
the current coil stamps and booklets 
on the available list at their local post 
offices, where sufficient business is 
transacted to warrant the purchase of 
coils. The booklets are not available 
at the Agency, so that will be one 
item of considerable help, allowing 
anyone to get booklets locally. As for 
the coil stamps, they have been diffi- 
cult, considering that the smallest coil 
holds some 500 stamps. In small quan- 





tities they were purchasable only at 
the Agency, but with this recent rul- 
ing, there is no reason why an office 
overstocked with coils should not 
break them and sell them as loose 
stamps to collectors. Incidentally, the 
coil band, a piece of brown paper that 
is attached to the first stamp and 
holds the roll together has a money 
credit value, but perhaps the P. M. 
will sell it to you, instead of claiming 
redemption credit. It makes a rather 
interesting philatelic piece.

First Olympic Stadium 











A new 8 drachma, light blue, stamp 
has been issued by Greece for use on 
foreign letters. This stamp, which was 
printed in Czechoslovakia, gives a very 
picturesque view of the entrance to the 
Athens Stadium, which was built in 1906 
for the Olympic games and which has a 
seating capacity of more than 50,000. 
In the road leading to the stadium is a 
statue of a discus thrower which gives 
some idea of the ancient Greek method of 
throwing the discus, as contrasted with the 
modern way of slinging it. The public 
gardens of the Zappeion are also seen in 
the picture, and in the background is 
beautiful Mt. Hymettus, 3370 feet high. 
At the bottom of the stamp are figures of 
ancient Greek athletes.

Linn’s Farleytelic Sheets 
Pay Airmail Postage 


Yes sir, one of the sheets of Far- 
leytelic Stamps that were issued at 
the Annual Dinner of the Columbus 
Philatelic Club has actually been used 
for Air Mail Postage. Rather, the 
printed reproduction of this same 
sheet that was printed in a recent 
number of this paper has that honor. 

Proof of this fact comes from Har- 
old P. Faust of Greensboro, N. C. 
Mr. Faust writes: “When these first 
appeared in Linn’s, I made a wager 
with a friend of mine that I could 
obtain same in used condition, with- 
out ‘pulling any strings’, granting 
favors, etc. and he took me up.” 

Now Mr. Faust sends proof of this 
and shows that he has won the wager 
for we have before us a cover mailed 
by airmail from Salvador which bears 
a block of six of the stamps clipped 
from a recent issue of our paper. 

The cover bears the usual cancel- 
lation marks typical of covers from 
this country and also it so happens 
that this cover was in a crash or fire 
as the left end is entirely burned 
away and charred. It bears rubber 
stamp marks both front and back, re- 
ferring to the fire. 

The cover is postmarked on Febru- 
ary 22. 

Even with all the evidence before 
us, we are forced to question Mr. 
Faust as to the genuineness of the 
cover. It certainly looks real, yet the 
cancellation marks seem to have the 
appearance of photostat work or some 
similar transfer process and leave one 
in doubt.

U. S. REVIEW

We cannot start our column 
this week without paying tribute 
to the memory of Beverly S. 
King, that peerless gentleman 
and keen philatelist whose un- 
timely death is a loss shared by 


us all. His exhaustive collab- 
oration with Max Johl to pro- 
duce “The United States Post- 
age Stamps of the 20th Cen- 
tury” will ever serve to keep his 
memory fresh for those who 
knew him. 


Mr. Fred R. Stewart’s question re- 
garding types and definitions of can- 
cellations takes us back a few years 
to the time when fancy registry can- 
cellations were in vogue and all can- 
cellations enjoyed great popular- 
ity. This question is worth a book in 
itself but we will do the best we can 
in a limited space. 

The first general cancellation classi- 
fication is machine and handstamp. 
The machine is, as its name implies, a 
device for cancelling mail rapidly by 
mechanical means. Such a cancel- 
lation consists of a circle bearing the 
place and date and a series of parallel 
lines or dashes called the “killer” or

portion which really cancels the stamp. 
Machine “killers” are further distin- 
guished by having stars, slogans, or 
numbers between the lines. 

Handstamps consist of a circle bear- 
ing the place and date, this usually 
being called the “postmark” and a 
killer which may take any form. By 
this we mean the various stars, 
crosses, initials, numbers, and fancy 
designs of all kinds are but variations 
of this type. 

Handstamps, though generally in 
one piece, are also separated into such 
postmarks as Money Order Bureau, 
Registered, Insured, Fragile, ete. And 
such killers as Office, Roller, and the 
many circles and fancy designs some- 
times seen cancelling registered and 
package mail. 

Both handstamps and machine may 
be divided into domestic and foreign. 
Domestic, of course, means those used 
from offices in the United States or 
Possessions. Foreign refer to can- 
celling devices used in United States 
Post Offices Abroad. Cancellations 
from the A. E. F. during the World 
War are examples of these as well as 
those during Marine occupation of 
Vera Cruz, Haiti, Nicaragua, and Si- 
beria. The United States Postal 
Agency, at Shanghai, China is an ex- 
ample where stamps as well as can- 
cellations were specially supplied. 

Further varieties worthy of note 
among domestic classifications are 
cancellations applied to mail en route 
on trains and boats, often referred to 
as Railroad and Seaport cancellations 
respectively. 

This is but a brief summary of the 
interesting material which the cancel- 
lation enthusiast has to work with. 
For detailed information on Post- 
marks and Cancellations there is no 
better source than the “Cyclopedia of 
United States Postmarks and Postal 
History” soon to be published under 
the editorship of Delf Norona. 

Mr. Stewart also wishes Bureau 
Print defined. In 1894 the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving took over the 
work of printing all United States 
postage stamps and have done it ever 
since. Therefor any stamp issued since 
No. 246 is a bureau print. However, 
the term for these is generally “by- 
reau issues,” the term “bureau print” 
being reserved for stamps printed by 
the Bureau which have also been over- 
printed—or precancelled—at the Bu- 
reau.

The Value of Philately 


S AN English teacher with almost fifteen years of 
experience, I wish to say that stamp collecting as 
a hobby is, in my estimation, the most interesting, 
inspirational, and broadening of any of the multi- 
tude which I might recommend for boys and 

girls of high school age. 

I have always found that the great barrier in teaching 
young people to speak and write well has been that too 
few have had sufficient background or experience in any 
field or activity to lend dignity and interest to their 
efforts. But let a juvenile stamp collector start relating 
to a class the details of his quest for any one item of 
his collection, or tell what its significance is, and his 
audience is spellbound. 

It is true, of course, that any worthwhile hobby is in- 
teresting, but for the boy or girl of the “teen” age 
have yet to find one which offers the scope which stamp 
collecting affords. 

Stamp collectors are stimulated to delve into many 
fields of general interest. They are intrigued by great 
national characters, by geography, history, and litera- 
ture. National affairs assume great importance, and they 
become world-conscious. They write letters, read news- 
papers, magazines, and catalogues, for stamp news and 
information. And they become interested in the past as 
well as in the present. How many times I have seen a 
collection of early American stamps stimulate and foster 
an interest in American history, which might otherwise 
have remained forever dormant. 

And so I recommend stamp collecting as one of the 
most powerful educational agencies available to youths 
of the teen age. Moreover, it is not unduly expensive, 
especially now that many department stores are saving 
their stamps, and are assembling them in huge cartons 
which are made available to collectors of all ages. 

This hobby really absorbs, in a constructive way, some 
of the student’s leisure. It developes pride in specializa- 
tion and knowledge, and motivates reading and research. 
And writing and speaking become a means to an end. 
What more could one ask of a hobby?

The “Washington 
Star” reports the ap- 
pearance of a new 
type of plate from which the current 
2c stamps are being printed. The dif- 
ference seems to be that the plate 
lines which run horizontally across the 
plates, dividing the sheets into four 
panes of 100 stamps each as they 
come from the presses, have the plate 
line composed of dashes rather than 
complete lines. 

The information at hand is meagre, 
but the above is what we gather from 
such information as available. It 
would be our belief that if this is cor- 
rect that the change has been caused 
because of the use of the new “elec- 
tric eye” which is being used to get 
better and more accurate perforations. 

This electric eye vibrates when the 
light from it strikes color and if the 
light from the eye should cross a col- 
ored line it would vibrate and thus

throw the perforating needles out of 
line. By breaking the lines whic 
run horizontally across the sheet the 
electric eye will not vibrate at this 
point and thus carry a true line of 
perforation in the sheets. 


O. K. Advance lists of the 
MR. FARLEY plate numbers for the 

new Imperf. stamps 
indicate that these sheets are to be 
printed from plates with numbers 
identical with those of the favor 
sheets that were passed out. This is 
as it should be and in line with sug- 
gestions made in this paper some 
weeks ago. 

There remains only the possible 
chance that there might be enough 
distinction in shade or color to tell 
the favor sheets from these reissues. 
Let us hope that this may be over- 
come and that the mythical value of 
the favor sheets may thus be de- 
stroyed.

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New Zealand Re-Entry 


A curious sort of a re-entry has 
been reported on Scott’s No. 157 of 
New Zealand, the variety is best de- 
scribed as follows: “By mistake or 
mishap the wrong denomination “242” 
was rolled in on one cliche in the plate 
of the 4 pence stamps. When it was 
discovered, the wrong impression was 
burnished off, and a correct denomi- 
nation “4” laid down. The burnishing 
off of the wrong denomination was 
not carefully done and hence traces of 
it remained on the plate and produced 
an upper left value tablet with the 
lower line of the figure “2” showing 
underneath the upright line of the fig- 
ure “4” and also to the left of said 
figure. The stamp on which this oc- 
curs is the 10th stamp in the fourth 
row of sheets printed from plate No. 
20.

That 
way, you won’t notice the outgo of 
cash for postage quite so much, and 
you will be able to get a truly repre- 
sentative number of covers from this 
historic parade of our naval strength 
in the Pacific, the greatest demonstra- 
tion of its kind in the history of the 
world.
